WATER TROUGH 


The CHILD WELFARE ACT provides for, and controls, the CHILD WELFARE BRANCH 
of the Department of Public Welfore. This branch of the Alberta Government is responsible 
for any adoption of any child in this Province. 


In order to ensure that unsuitable persons do not become involved in dealing with child 
adoption the following section of the Act was introduced: 


HOMES FOR CARE OF 
DEPENDENT CHILDREN 

All homes., for dependent children are 
authorized and maintained by the Child 
Welfare Branch under the Act. To these 
homes come children whose parents are in¬ 
capable of caring for them properly and 
those children who have been abandoned 
or mistreated. 

APPLICATIONS FOR 
ADOPTION 

Adoption applications made by prospec¬ 
tive parents are ossigned to the HOME 
INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE. This com- 

mittee. after a thorough^examination of the 
applicants end their home, pass the appli¬ 
cation on. if acceptable, to the PLACE¬ 
MENT DIVISION. The prospective parents 
then discuss with this Branch the individual 
children available for adoption and a 
decision is reached for the placement of a 
particular child in their home. 

IT TAKES TIME 

Due ts fits splendid response to adoption 
in Alberta, approved applications now 
accumulate more quickly than children 
become available for edoption. This, 
coupled with thb care that must be taken 
before placing a child, creates a waiting 
period that at first may seem unreasonable 
to the adopting parents. However, the 


decision to adopt e child is never made in 
haste nor is the adoption speeded Un¬ 
naturally to any risky conclusion. 

PROBATIONARY PERIOD 

Because of the great care taken in pre- ” 
adoptive planning, reconsideration of a 
child placement is extremely rare. A one 
year period is however, provided by the Act 
to insure that there is complete adjustment 
of the parents and the child in their new 
life together. 

DISTRICT COURT MAKES 
ADOPTION FINAL 

The new parents make petition to the 
District Court for legel adoption papers. 
This petition along with a full recommenda¬ 
tion by the Child Welfare Commission is 
considered by the District Court Judge 
before a legal edoption order is issued. 
The child, to ell Intents and purposes, is 
✓ legally a child of the new parents. A hew 
birth certificate is issued and ell records 
pertaining to the edoption are placed in a 
seeled pocket. 

FOSTER HOMES 

Private homes, voluntarily contributed, 
for the care of children are always in de¬ 
mand. If the child is not adopted, a good 
foster home will provide the love and 
’ understanding so necessary to his develop¬ 
ment. , 


Except on the order of e District Court judge, no parent shell surrender the custody 
of his child end no person shall accept the custody of that child without having first obtained 
the approval, in writing, of the child welfare commission; end e surrender without such approval 
is null end void.
